L 
OWER freight rates are being demanded of the railroad companies from every 
quarter oEthe country and the lower rates are sought on every kind of com 
modity. 
1 he demands arc made with the assertions that the lower rates are needed 
in order to help one class or another to a more prosperous condition. 


Were it possible to ^rant reduced freight rates without injury to the railroads, 
there would be s»>mc justification for the demands. 
1 lowever, it is not possible 
Reduced rates would seriously cripple the railroads, many of which, evert now, 
with the greatest volume of traffic in history, are failing to earn a lair return on 
their fair valuations.

July 1, 1922, the carriers were required to concede general i duct ions in 
the rates on all cornmcxlities. 
I hose reductions, ii was hop ed, would be ot 
benefit to farmers. 
The result was not what was hoped for. 
We are told that 
farmegs are in worse condition than they were prior to the reductions.

freight reduction will solve the problem. 


Those reductions have been the cause of m any of the Middle Western 
railroads failing to earn any net profits in the last two years, 
bun her 
reductions can only result in one of two things, 
lather the railroads must absorb 
even greater deficits or they would be compelled to curtail the servke now being 
given. 
The nation as a whole suffers when the railroads sulTer. 
And most cer­ 
tainly the country will suffer if the character of transportation service is permitted 
or lorced to deteriorate. 


What farmers need is nof lower freight rates but higher prices for w hat they pro­ 
duce and sell. 
I he farmer must have a market that will provide a price that 
represents cost of production plus a lair profit. 


Railroads must have the same thing. 


Railroads are not asking for subsidies. 
What the railroads want is an opportunity 
to work out their salvation without being handicapped with additional restrictions' 
and regulations arbitrarily placed upon them by legislative action. 
C.ivcn a fair 
opportunity, with adequate rates, the railroads can be depended upon to do their 
part. 
Their recent records offer sufficient proof of this.

most severe of a succession of shocks 
that continued almost daily for sev­ 
eral months, came without warning a

if December 16, 1811. 
The inhabi­ 
tants of New Madrid were 
suddenly 
awakened by the groaning and crack­ 
ing of the timbers in the houses 
in 
which they were sleeping. 
Chimneys 
crashed 
to the ground, 
chairs and 
tables were overturned and roofs co1- 
iapsed. 
Thu dismayed 
settlers 
hurriedly 
groped their way from their houses 
to escape the falling debris. 
Outside 
a new horor confronted them, for the 
ground everywhere was so violently 
agitated that they were thrown down 
as often as they rose to thtir feet.

ling and fully as serious as the first, 
wa- experienced.

ltke the long low swell

few trees that remained upright

opening new fissures in the soil 
thi- surface of the ground was twist­ 
ed gnd bent by the terrific force from 
below. 
Along the Mississippi Valley from

'During the more intense moments 
of th« prolonged series of shocks the 
Mississippi

iti the Mississippi near New Madrid, 
temporarily interrupting the flow of 
the great stream.

It is recorded that 
a- far south a s Vicksburg, the first 
severe shock caused an island oppo­

In a 120 page printed bulkrtin about 
the New Madrid earthquake, publish­ 
ed in 1912 
by 
the

G< ological Survey, the author, Myron 
L. Fuller, thu 
describe- thi' success­ 
ion of shocks that occurred, as ascer­ 
tain i by his thorough investigation 
of the earthquake as told in the ac­ 
counts of contemporaries, and in the 
equally striking

still be read at 
many points in the affected 
region: 
“During December 16 and 17, shocks 
continued at short intervals but grad­ 
ually diminished

In his classi- 
lied list he records a total of 1874 
.shocks betvv on December 
16, *811,

Of the 1874 shocks re­ 
corded by Brooks, eight are classified 
as violent, 10 as very severe, 35 mod­ 
erate, 65 generaly perceptible and 1,- 
756 as indistinctly felt. 
Most of the'deaths from the earth­ 
quake were drowning-s along the Mis­ 
sissippi liver. 
That very few were 
crushed to death by falling debris was 
due to the 
fortunate 
circumstance 
that the region whi re the greatest 
disturbance occurred was very thinly 
settled and without large towns with 
brick and stone buildings to collapse 
ami crush the inhabitants. 
The geological evidences of

Transportation Rates! 


L OWTR freight rates are being demunded of the riiilrn.ivi companies from cverv 
quarter of the country and the l«»wcr rates arc sought on every kind of c«>m 
modity. 
I he demands arc made ^ ith the assertions that the lower rates arc needed 
in order t«> help one class or another to a more prosperous condition, 


Were it possible to grant reduced freight rates without injury to the railroads, 
there would be some justification for the demands. 
However, it is n o t possible 
Reduced rates would seriously cripple the railroads, many of which, even now, 
with the greatest volume of traffic in history, ure failing to e irn a fair return on 
their fair valuations. 
And rates that will cripple or b a n k ru p t th e railroads 
will not help the rest of the country. 


We had an example of special rate reductions when, in l°21, the Interstate Com­ 
merce (x>mmissiqn order’d especially drastic cuts I i the rates on « rain, grain 
products and hay, and other farm products. 
A rJ , subsequently, effective 
July 1, 1922, the carriers were required to voitc vdc general i duct ions in 
the rates on all commodities. 
Those reductions, it was hoped, would he of 
benefit to farmers. 
The result was not what was hoped for. 
Wc are told that 
funruxs arc in worse condition than they were prior to the reduction-. 
And still 
in view of these feacts, there are some persons who profess to believe that another 
ircight reduction will solve the problem. 


Those reductions have been the cause of many of the Middle Western 
railroads failing to earn any net profits in the last two years. 
Further 
reductions can only result in one of two things. 
Either the railroads must absorb 
even greater deficits or they would be com [Tel led to curtail the servi.e now being 
given. 
The nation as a whole suffers when the railroads suffer. 
And mo-t cer­ 
tainly the country will suffer if the character of transportation service is permitted 
or forced to deteriorate. 


W hat farmers need is nof lower freight rates but higher prict s for w hat they pro­ 
duce and sell. 
I he farmer must have a market that will provide a price that 
represents cost of product ion plus a fair prolit. 


Railroads must have the same thing. 


Railroads arc not asking for subsidies. 
What the railroads want is an opportunity 
to work out their salvation without being handicapped with additional restrictions 
and regulations arbitrarily placed upon them by legislative action. 
Cavcti a fair 
opportunity, with adequate rates, the railroads can be depended upon to do their 
part.
